THE GREAT 


HE Building Exhibition opens next week at 
Olympia ; its appearance every second year is 
more and more becoming the gathering ground of 
all sides of the Industry—and by this we mean the 
professions of architecture and civil engineering and 
a number of others as well as the trades of building 
and building supplies. This year its extent will be 
greater than ever, for the space it will occupy includes, 
for the first time, the ground floor of the Empire Hall. 
While the profession, of course, in their dignity, 
do not indulge in direct display of their respective 
wares, they will be in evidence indirectly; the R.I.B.A. 
for example will have its usual Members’ Club Room 
over the Addison Road Entrance and the sponsored 
schools their representative exhibits. On the other 
hand the governing bodies of the Trades side of the 
Industry are to be well represented by the N.F.B.T.E.’s 
stand, the L.M.B.A. stand the F.M.B.’s stand. 


As a sort of intermediary and an employer of both 
the professional and trades sides of the industry, 
the Government Departments will have appropriate 
representation on a number of stands. In addition 
to the usual propaganda and information arrange- 
ments made by the D.S.I.R., the B.R.S., the Fire 
Research and Fuel Research Stations and the National 
Coal Board, the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government (ex Planning) have taken two stands 
which should provide much interest for architects and 
planners, for one will deal with house planning and 
the other is concerned with the layout of New Towns. 

There is no doubt that substitutes and new 
materials will be prominent. With shortages of many 
raw materials already with us or looming up in the 
immediate future, substitutes must be sought. It is 
essential that where new materials or substitutions are 
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discussed or exhibited for the makers or marketers 
to be ready with all possible tests and records of 
performance of their materials, both from the 
laboratory and the site; this requirement does not 
indicate mere old-fashioned prejudices on the part 
of designers and builders, it denotes rather the sort 
of caution that is concerned as much with the 
appearance and quality of a job as with its safety or 
maintenance. 

There is another side, however, to this year’s 
exhibition ; it will be particularly noticeable in two 
of the specially staged exhibits. One is to show the 
history, the work and the unfortunate post-war 
decline of one of our oldest building trades—stone- 
masonry. It is, at the moment, probably the most 
depressed trade and it is an excellent gesture on the 
part of the organization of the exhibition to arrange 
this reminder of what we owe to and can do with 
this ancient craft. This particular exhibit has been 
designed by Mr. Lawrence Wright, A.R.I.B.A. 


A second special-exhibit is concerned not so much 
with raising the economic status of a trade as with 
encouraging a survival, in our smaller localities, of a 
craft with a long tradition that is in some danger of 
eclipse by the machine shops of the bigger centres. 
“The Village Joiner’s Shop” should prove an 
interesting interlude in the round of this large 
exhibition. A third special exhibit, of architects’ 
contemporary drawings, will include the winning 
scheme for Coventry Cathedral. 


The Building Exhibition always has its side-shows 
which, although they may be on the side, are of vital 
importance to a number of organizations and ulti- 
mately, in the case of the Architects’ Benevolent 
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Society, to numbers of folk whose names will never 
be generally known, but who receive generous and 
needed aid in times of trouble and old age. So, in 
these spots of the Exhibition, we can only ask our 
readers—at any rate as far as the A.B.S. is concerned 
—to see the stall that sells things for its funds and to 
buy as generously as they can; especially as there 
will be on sale drawings and paintings donated by 
many well-known architects and artists. 
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Finally the architectural and building schools 
have a role to play in the encouragement of visits 
to the Exhibition by all their students and this role 
should be extended by the schools of art and crafts 
insisting too on their students going to. see something 
of the building industry and world, which, in the 
future may be expected to influence their work, even 
if it does not directly employ them for the permanent 
or temporary decoration of existing or future buildings.

SCANDINAVIA AT TABLE 

On Thursday Sir Leigh Ashton, director of the V. & A., 
opened the Scandinavia at Table exhibition at the Tea 
Centre in the presence of the Danish, Norwegian and 
Swedish Ambassadors. It is one of the best arranged exhi- 
bitions I have seen and is remarkable for its simplicity and 
homeliness. It is difficult to believe that the hall is the 
same which housed the C.o.I.D. Hospitality at Home exhi- 
bition for the overpowering feeling of too much to see 
in too small a space has gone. In its place there is space 
and room to circulate. Erik Harlow the architect told me 
that he had -painted the walls a dark colour and put the 
brightly lit exhibition in the middle of the space to sug- 
gest the three Scandinavian countries standing close 
together in a darkening world. Some of the tables seemed 
to me to be a little bare but no doubt would be brighter 
when the Smérgasbord or smerbréd arrived. There is, 
however, much excellent stuff in silver, ceramics and 
metal-ware but oddly enough the thing that caught my 
eye was a charmingly shaped bread or fruit dish in white 
plastics, to be exact melamine, which is not often to be 
seen in this country. Being cold to touch, thick and heavy, 
it has none of the normal causes of anti-plastics prejudice. 
At the press view the day before Danish, Norwegian and 
Swedish schnapps were served. For fear of giving offence 
each had to be sampled. I found myself talking to a charm- 
ing Norwegian woman and when I asked about the drink- 
ing laws in Norway and was told that they were even 
more severe than in Sweden I said that on the whole I 
preferred our system of restricted hours. My companion 
agreed but pointed out that in Norway people got very 
drunk indeed from time to time; unlike the English who 
were slightly intoxicated all the time. 

At the official opening there was no schnapps but tea, 
as it should be made, in the tea bar. The only thing I 
have against the Tea Centre is that they do not serve coffee 
there. 


“SUNDAY TIMES’’ SOUTH BANK COMPETITION 

The Sunday Times Competition for the layout of the 
South Bank Exhibition Site leaves me not knowing quite 
what to say. Unlike some of the older members of the 
profession I am all for allowing the generality to have a 
bash at design, for, after all, some architects do crosswords 
and even, I am told, football pools. What worries me 
about the competition is where to begin, and how to show 
it on one piece of paper in sketch form related to the 
published drawing. Perhaps other architects will feel the 
same. Such inhibitions are not likely to worry inventive 
members of the public. 

Last week’s announcement that Hugh Casson has been 
called in to advise on the future of the South Bank has 
passed almost without comment. The appointment shows 
clearly that if enough fuss is made soon enough the chances 
of something sensible being done are enormously increased. 


A.B.S. COMPETITION 

Intending competitors who have no ideas might con- 
sider the following, which are offered free of charge. A 
very high and thick brick wall to be built across Portland 
Place, one end blocking all the windows in the R.LB.A. 
The adjoining streets to have No Entry signs both to 
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the right and left. The only means of progress up or 
down Portland Place to be by two batteries of hand- 
operated lifts, the cars of which are to be designed each 
in a different architectural style. Intending customers 
will be asked, as in oranges and lemons, which style they 
prefer and then will be made to join the appropriate queue. 
The catch being that the liftcar named contemporary is 
permanently out of action. This will teach modernists a 
sharp lesson. One battery of lifts takes persons and cars 
to the top of the wall and another takes them down the 
other side. 

My second idea is to build a huge air-tight, sound-proof, 
bomb-proof and dry-rot-proof transparent plastics case 
right over the R.LB.A. building. No dehumidifiers will 
be necessary for obvious reasons and the only access to this 
crystal casket will be by climbing an escalator from the 
Bakerloo railway. Visitors will be kept to a minimum by 
the simple process of having no station for them to alight 
at and by running the escalator permanently in the down 
direction. There will be no exit from the box. By this 
means a microcosm of The Good Old Days of Architec- 
ture will be indefinitely preserved, particularly if the final 
sheets of plastics are put in position while the maximum 
number of committees is in session. 

ARCHITECTURE AND BUILDING IN PARLIAMENT 

Writing on the “Party of the People” in the New 
Statesman, Ian Mackay gives the callings of. the various 
members of the two parties.. I do not know what actual 
jobs such vague terms as company director include but as 
far as I can see the Building Industry is represented by one 
architect (Mr. Bossom), two surveyors, three joiners, one 
interior decorator, one painter, and, of course, Mr. Marples. 


THE FREE TRADE HALL, MANCHESTER 

The Free Trade Hall, Manchester, famous as the home 
of the Hallé Orchestra, and which was badly damaged 
during the war, is to be reopened by H.M. The Queen, 
on November 16. The opening will be followed by a 
festival of music lasting a week. One of my agents has 
sent the following note on a trial concert at which there 
seems to have been more shooting than ever was heard at 
the Royal Festival Hall. 

In Manchester, on October 28th, a select (or should 
it be selected?) audience of officials, contractors and mem- 
bers of the Manchester Society of Architects attended the 
acoustic tests of the reconstructed Free Trade Hall. The 
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occasion was marked by thirty-six rounds of shot, which 
to an audience expecting a Beethoven Concert may have 
come as a surprise. Mr. Hope Bagenal, music critics, 
and a team from the Building Research Station, moved 
from stalls to circle and from circle to gallery. Sir John 
Barbirolli, leaving his rostrum at one stage in the hands 
of his First Violin, made his own assessment. The experts’ 
findings are not yet known, but there can be no doubt that 
the audience was considerably impressed by the architec- 
ture which, although it differs in many fundamental 
respects from that of the Festival Hall and the old Free 
Trade Hall, does possess a simplicity and a degree of 
municipal dignity which are just right for this historic 
building. While awaiting the scientific diagnosis of 
reverberation, absorption, etc., I gather that the general 
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effect was extraordinarily fine. It may be that the Hall will 
suffer from the same defect as has been noticed in the 
Festival Hall, namely, the devastating clarity with which 
mistakes in playing are heard. It is obvious that with 
perfect acoustical conditions one must have perfect 
performance. 


COMMENT ON LETTER FROM F.W.B. CHARLES

Very probably both are. As for Mr. Charles’ suggestion _ 
that I should widen the circle of my acquaintances to 
include people with other views on life in Russia, may I 
suggest that he does the same?

The L.C.C., at its meeting on 
November 6, considered a scheme for 
the development of a 25-acre site at 
Roehampton, prepared by the Develop- 
ment Group of the Housing — 
of the Architect’s Departmen 

Density will be 28.7 dwellings to the 


The scheme includes nine eleven- 
storey “point blocks,” each with a 
laundry, for the small family units. 

In addition there are 11 four-storey 
blocks of superimposed maisonettes, 76 
houses in ten terraces, and a three- 
storey block of one-room flats with 
balcony access. There will be six 
shops with a clubroom above, 30 

garages, two tenants’ workshops, two 
children’ 's playgrounds, etc. 

The total number of dwellings will 
be 655, made up of 393 flats, 180 
maisonettes, 76 terrace houses and six 
converted single-room flats. 

Of the total 25 acres, only three acres 
are to be built on, and 13 acres will be 
left as common park, the remainder 
being tenants’ gardens. There are 
about 700 mature trees on the site 
which are to be preserved. The esti- 
mated cost is £14 million. 

Opposition to the scheme comes 
from the Association of Villagers of 
Roehampton, who consider that the 
amenities of the neighbourhood will be 
injured by buildings towering 30ft 
above the tree tops. 

Details of the schefhe will appear 
in a future issue.

N.U.S. Soviet Report 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Smrr,—In his comments on _ the 
N.U.S. Soviet Report, I presume 
“Abner” refers to house-building 
only, when he quotes from it, that the 
quantity of building in the U.S.S.R. is 
proportionately about the same as that 
of Great Britain, and in Moscow about 
half that of London. 

From the end of the war until 
December 1950, 70,000 new units of 
permanent housing were built in Mos- 
cow—population, about 5,000,000. In 
London, up to June 1951, 58,213 houses 
and flats of similar category were built 
by the L.C‘C. and Metropolitan 
Boroughs—population, 3,770,000. In 
Moscow, therefore, there was an 
average of 7,000 houses built every 
6 months from January 1946; in Lon- 
don, 5,300. This means, in proportion 
to population, that in Moscow one 
house was built each half-year for 
every 714 people; in London, one for 
every 711 people. Taking Greater 
London with a population of about 
8,000,000, the corresponding figure is 
one house for every 695 people per 
half-year. 

Such figures hardly suggest that 
Moscow is doing only half so well as 
London, but even these figures put 
London in a flattering light. First, 
not a single housing scheme is com- 
pleted in Moscow without its full range 
of ancillary services, consisting of 
shops, restaurants (to serve 50 per cent 
of the population), créche, nursery 
school, polyclinic, and, in the new 
schemes, private garages. The popu- 
lation of each such scheme is between 
2,000 and 4,000. 

Secondly, private house building, 
which is not included in official figures, 
has not been restricted in the Soviet 
Union. With 25,000,000 people home- 
less after the war, the State did not 
oblige anyone to wait for a house 
until the destroyed building indus- 
tries could be put back into production, 
or the State Plans got under way. 
The State provided, and still provides, 
money and technical help to anyone 
building his own house. [If the 
students failed to meet a Moscow 
worker who talked with pride and de- 
light about his own house in the

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countryside beyond Moscow as well as 
a flat in town, they cannot have shown 
much perseverance in the personal 
contact they complain was lacking. 

Thirdly, Moscow was never heavily 
bombed as was London. In the 
bombed and destroyed cities such as 
Stalingrad they have been building at 
the rate of 5,000 houses or flats per 
half-year per million people, or one 
house or flat for every 200 people. 
That is over 3 times the rate of London 
building. But the Soviet citizen would 
be the first to say it is not fast enough. 
That he is saying it with some effect 
is shown by the following: in 1950, 
18,000 houses and flats were completed 
in Moscow; this year, 24,000 will be 
completed; next year, 33,000. 

The sources of this information, and 
much more besides, include the 
Museum of Moscow. Construction, 
Academician Bylinkin, Architect Sim- 
bertsev, who is Chief Architect to the 
Stalingrad City Soviet, and many 
others whom I had the privilege to 
meet last August at the Soviet 
Academy of Architecture, on building 
sites, in a young architect’s flat, in 
architects’ offices, in fact, everywhere 
I had the opportunity of “talking 
shop ” with Soviet citizens in their own 
country. 

I will not broach the subject of 
standards of building technique that an 
A.A, student found so far beneath his 
own ideas. But if he would care to 
spare the time, I will take him to see 
a few examples nearer home that no 
building worker in the Soviet Union 
would ever be able, or even want, to 
get away with. 

Finally, may I suggest that “ Abner ” 
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widens the circle of his acquaintances 
who have visited the Soviet Union. 
For there is no visitor to that country 
whom I have met, and I have met a 
great many, who “ has found the same” 
as the members of the N.U.S. delega- 
tion. Indeed, so favourable have been 
all the other delegations’ reports, ex- 
amining the greatest possible variety 
of social conditions, including build- 
ing, that it is high time our own archi- 
tects faced up to the true state of things 
in the Soviet Union, even though it 
meant risking the disconcerting con- 
clusion that to be an architect under 
capitalism is relatively a mug’s game.

ROW of five houses were taken over with a view to gradual 

reconstruction. Before the war the houses were condemned and 
scheduled for demolition, but have been allowed to remain owing to 
the accommodation shortage. Three of the houses which are occupied 
have been repaired. Of the remaining two which were derelict, one 
has been made habitable and the other remodelled in the form illustrated 
here. 


This house, No. 12, has suffered war damage. Part of the front had 
to be rebuilt and existing cellars were excavated to form an area between 
house and pavement which would throw light into the front basement. 
As electricity is used for all heating purposes, chimney breasts were 
removed and this allowed sufficient width for kitchen, bathroom and 
separate W.C. to be planned in the front basement space, previously one 
room. The kitchen measures 6ft 3in x 9ft long. Access to the 
kitchen from the front is by area steps of precast reinforced concrete, 
cantilevered from the new retaining wall which is built of second-hand

Stock bricks for cheapness. Precast steps were used because 
their cost worked out approximately half that of a standard 
metal staircase. A gate at the top of the steps is hinged on the 
area side and opens inwards to cct as a guard to the top of the 
flight. A reinforced concrete bridge over the area spans between 
front door and pavement providing a landing for the steps and 
pathway to the front door. 


The back of the house facing the garden has new windows to 
first floor, ground and basement rooms ; existing window 
openings had to be enlarged. The ground has been excavated 
and outhouses removed to throw light into the back basement 
room. This room now becomes the dining-room with service- 
hatch link to the new kitchen. The garden is reached from the 
ground floor living-room via a balcony with steps down over the 
excavated area below. The balcony is a cantilevered structure 
with supports bolted to the existing floor joists. The steps are 
slatted and the timber is hardwood. This staircase as well as 
much of the joinery work inside the house was carried out by 
the architect and his assistant architect Geoffrey Goodwin. 


The general contractors for the work were C. Southwood and 
Jj. Starr of Streatham. The cost including all furnishings, 
appliances, furniture and fitments down to small details like 
cutlery was under £2,500.

M Y obvious first topic is the Festival 

of Britain. Just as in 1851, this 
has been an exhibition year, but with 
the difference that instead of one large 
exhibition in the capital city we have 
had exhibitions in many cities and 
even in smaller centres covering every 
field of artistic, scientific, technical 
and industrial activity. Apart from the 
interest which these exhibitions 
created both among us here and to 
visitors from other countries they have 
given a wonderful opportunity to our 
designers for displaying the various 
exhibits collected. That these de- 
signers have been to a large extent 
architects or those working in col- 
laboration with architects is evidence 
of the important contribution which 
our profession has made to the 
national effort. 

As architects we are naturally as 
much or perhaps more interested in 
how exhibits are displayed than in 
the exhibits themselves. Initially and 
of major importance is the general 
arrangement of an exhibition to give 
easy access, ample circulation space 
for visitors, effective settings for the 
exhibits in their proper sequence and 
the many other points which call for 
careful planning often within an area 
of ground or a building not specially 
suited for the purpose. Much consul- 
tation with specialists may be neces- 
sary, but it is the architect and he 
alone that can give that quality and 
interest which can raise the whole ex- 
hibition to the status of a work of art. 

It is a fact, I think, that the public 
take far more interest in exhibition 
buildings than they do in the perma- 
nent structures with which we adorn 
our towns and countryside. 

I have, of course, seen only a few 
of the exhibitions which have been 
held throughout the country, but of 
those I have seen I think it can be 
said that the architects who were 
responsible have done a fine job. At 
the same time I cannot subscribe to 
the rather extravagant adulation which 
has been lavished on some of the work 
done, nor can I accept the view that 
the exhibitions of 1951 herald the 
dawn of a “new architecture.” I 
think their importance lies in the fact 
that some of our younger architects— 
and some not so young—have been 
given a chance and have, generally 
speaking, been successful. It should 
be remembered, however, that it was 
in a field where the requirements of 
normal architectural practice can be 
largely ignored, and the publicity 


from the 


accorded is far beyond that normally 
given to an architect’s work whatever 
its quality. 

One hesitates to criticize where 
generally the effort has been so good, 
but it would be no compliment to 
refrain from criticism. My general 
one would be that the designers have 
been often too self-conscious, that 
many of them, in an effort to be dif- 
ferent, have been over-elaborate; and, 
broadly speaking, that the “frame” 
became in many cases more important 
than the “ picture.” Many of the exhi- 
bitions seemed to be over-laid with the 
efforts of script writers who were 
determined to tell a story or set a 
continuous theme. These stories or 
themes were, in some cases, puerile 
or too elusive. At the best they would 
have required a guide 'to explain them. 
My criticism therefore on this head 
is probably not against the architects, 
who did their best to give the public 
something worth looking at. In some 
cases it might even be said that the 
architects rescued some of the exhibits 
from complete futility. 

The only other exhibition to which 
I must refer was that displayed here 
in our own building and entitled 
“One Hundred Years of British 
Architecture.” This, as I pointed out 
when it was opened, could only be a 
token exhibition to illustrate signifi- 
cant changes in architectural outlook 
during the period. It did not pretend 
to illustrate the best work done but 
rather the work of the men who were 
responsible for such changes. Many 
of us might like to have more of such 
reminders of the past. On the other 
hand I am well .aware that others 
among us may regard such exhibitions 
as merely displays of skeletons from 
the architectural cupboard which 
would be better kept locked up. 


I must turn now to an important 
event related to another side of our 
profession which took place recently. 
It was the International Building 
Research Congress, and in it archi- 
tects were associated with engineers, 
scientists, builders and, in fact, every- 
body interested in the planning and 
technique of buildings. The papers 
given and the discussions which took 
place covered a very wide field of 
research and experiment, and there is 
no doubt that the record of the Con- 
gress will form a valuable contribu- 
tion to the science of building. 

Having said this, I must confess 
that I have little knowledge of the 
work done by the Congress. You may 
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well ask, therefore, why I mention the 
Congress at all. I do because while 
I believe generally in the value of 
building research, and that it was 
right and in fact necessary for archi- 
tects to take part in this congress, I 
think that the scope of research must 
be kept closely related to the solution 
of our day to day building problems; 
especially so just now when substitute 
materials and economy are such im- 
portant considerations. 

In a very practical sense every 
architect is daily engaged in research, 
every job he does involves the solu- 
tion of new problems and his reputa- 
tion will be determined by his ability 
to solve them. He must, of course, 
keep himself informed on current 
general knowledge and practice, but 
his laboratory will be the building he 
erects. Book knowledge may help him 
to avoid mistakes, but it is he who 
will have to bear the responsibility for 
any failure and not the writer of the 
book. 

For the major portion of our work 
our clients will expect us to design 
their buildings without the assistance 
of consultants. I think we would 
seriously undermine their confidence 
in us if we could not do so. They 
would certainly object to paying addi- 
tional fees for the services of consul- 
tants except where it would not be 
reasonable to expect us to have the 
specialist knowledge that might be 
required. 

I have only time to refer to one 
more subject, but it is one which is of 
perennial interest to architects, 
namely, competitions. I do so specially 
at this time because we have had 
recently a most important competi- 
tion, namely, that for the new cathe- 
dral at Coventry. That the result of 
this should have caused considerable 
controversy does not surprise me. It 
stood out from the beginning that this 
was an obvious battle ground for those 
who favoured tradition and those who 
were against it. The promoters of the 
competition obviously did not want 
a traditionally English cathedral but 
hoped—a hope expressed in pious but 
none too lucid language—that some- 
thing might emerge from the welter 
of current architectural thought to 
symbolize the Church’s relation to the 
community and inspire its adherents. 
The distinguished assessors, with their 
wide knowledge of traditional and 
contemporary architectural thought, 
approached their task, I think, in a 
more realistic manner; and the final 
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result can, I think, be summed up as 
outstandi example of our 
national ability to compromise. 


I have drawn attention to this par- 
ticular competition because I wish 
once again to plead for more com- 
petitions, The competition system, 
one not possible in other professions, 
gives opportunities to younger men 
for early recognition and ensures to 
the promoters, with almost definite 
certainty, the best solution of their 
problem. Moreover, competitions 

create a degree of public interest 
which is to the good of all concerned. 
The normal objection put forward is 
the delay in obtaining designs for a 
— project, but this should 

ve little validity at the present time 
when, inevitably, important projects 
can often not be proceeded with 
immediately. 

danger, as a profession, of being 
dominated by engineers, designers of 
machines, and so forth, and that we 
still look too much backward and too 
little forward. It is for us to empha- 
size that technical and scientific know- 
ledge is of very great importance but 
that the co-ordination of it on any 
building project is the business of the 
architect, whose job it is to ensure 


good planning and sound and econo-~ 


mic construction within the framework 
of a work of art. 

I cannot close this rather rambling 
address without making a brief refer- 
ence to my personal activities during 
the last year. One of the principal 
duties falling on the President is visit- 
ing the various Allied Societies. I can 
assure you that my experiences have 
been a considerable stimulus to my 
interest in the general welfare of the 
profession and my faith in its future. 
In particular they have convinced me 
of the paramount influence which the 
Royal Institute exerts throughout the 
country. 


Notes from the Minutes 
of the R.I.B.A. Council 
Meeting Held on October 9 


The R.ILB.A. Council has given 
formal approval to the recommenda- 
tion that the R.I.B.A. Architecture 
Bronze Medal in the area of the 
Birmingham and Five Counties Archi- 
tectural Association for the period 
1946-1950 be awarded to the Needle 
Industries, Ltd., Factory at Studley, 
Worcs., designed by Messrs. S. N. 
Cooke & Partners (S. N. Cooke, 
F.R.LB.A., E. Holman, F.R.I.B.A., H. 
Loxley Hare, F.R.I.B.A., and Louis 
Hayes, ARIBA).

The date of the British Architects’ 
Conference in Edinburgh is to be from 
June 25-28, 1952. 
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The offer of the Anglo-Brazilian 
Society to arrange an exhibition of 
Brazilian architecture at the R.I.B.A.

In future an honorarium of 3 gns per 
subject, plus a capitation fee of 5s per 
candidate is to be paid to Intermediate 
examiners officiating at provincial 
centres.

For 1952 and thereafter the R.I.B.A. 
will make a grant of £50 annually to- 
wards providing for one student for 
each recognized school in the metro- 
politan area in turn to take part in the 
Easter visit to Rome. 

* * * 

The Council considered a report of 
the Practice Committee on the ques- 
tion of the issue by an architect of a 
final certificate in regard to work for 
which a local authority was the client. 
Discussions had been held with repre- 
sentatives of the Ministry of Local 
Government and Planning with a view 
to confirming the architect’s indepen- 
dent position in regard to the issue of 
a final certificate. The Ministry have 
agreed to issue a memorandum remind- 
ing local authorities that the final 
accounts, if submitted to the Treasurer 
or Financial Officer, should be suscep- 
tible only to arithmetical check, and 
not to any analysis or investigation as 
to items of expenditure. For their part 
the Council approved an amendment 
to Clause 5 of the R.I.B.A. Form of 
Agreement for general use between a 
Building Owner (including a Statutory 
Authority) and a Firm of Architects 
in the following terms :— 

“ That as soon as he has issued his 
final certificate the architect will 
supply to the employer such details 
of the final account as will enable 
standing orders or financial regula- 
tions to be complied with.” 

* * * 

The Council considered a report on 
a meeting held at the Ministry of 
Works and attended by representatives 
of the R.I.B.A., the Timber Develop- 
ment Association, the Forest Products 
Research Laboratory and the Building 
Research Station. This meeting had 
been convened as a result of represen- 
tations originated in the Allied 
Societies’ Conference on the danger 
of sagging of roofs constructed in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Ministry’s Economy Memorandum 
owing to the shortage of stress graded 
timber. In the course of discussion it 
was pointed out that the present 
British Standard on stress grading was 
to be withdrawn and a new Standard 
issued. It was also stated that supplies 
of better-quality timber would shortly 
become available. Representatives of 
the Ministry had carried out a check 
over a large number of houses and had 
found that complaints were of insuffi- 
cient quantity, poor quality or bad 


workmanship, but not that roof 
members themselves were too small. 
* * * 


The Council considered a report on 
the new allocation scheme for struc- 
tural steel, details of which have been 
circulated by the M.O.W. and pub- 
lished in the R.I.B.A. Journal and the 
architectural press. The scheme pro- 
vides for the setting up of three 
priorities for the provision of steel to 
complete buildings for which licences 
have already been issued. Schemes 
for the allocation of steel for these pur- 
poses are to be submitted on Form 
1952, no licences will be issued for 

2065. After January 1, 
buildings which require structural 
steel unless a licence for the release of 
the steel is issued simultaneously. 
Outstanding licences for which the 
steel is not yet available will not, how- 
ever, be cancelled. 


COMPETITION FOR THE 
DESIGN OF SHIP'S CABINS 

An anonymous donor has put up a 
prize of £250 for the best plans for 
the decoration, furnishing and fitting of 
a suite of ship’s cabins submitted in a 
competition organized by the Council 
of Industrial Design Scottish Com- 
mittee. 

The suite should be suitable for a 
ship which may serye on any of the 
trade routes of the world. Competing 
designers have complete freedom of 
choice in furniture and materials. 

They are asked to plan the arrange- 
ment of a double cabin, sitting room 
and private bathroom suite of which 
the sitting room would be convertible 
into a subsidiary double cabin. 

Entries close on January 16, 1952 
and will be judged by three represen- 
tatives of the Institute of Naval Archi- 
tects, the Chamber of Shipping and 
the architectural profession.

Competition Banned by I.U.A. 


The Secretary General of the Inter- 
national Union of Architects has issued 
the following statement. 

“We have been informed that an 
international competition has been 
launched for a psychiatric and ortho- 
pedic clinic, and for an amphitheatre, 
for the Faculty of Medicine at 
Istanbul, 

“The International Union of 
Architects has not been informed of 
this by the organizers or by the 
Turkish Section; the Union only 
knows a few clauses of the condi- 
tions. 

“These conditions are wholly un- 
acceptable, and we invite national 
sections of the International Union 
immediately to request all their 
members to abstain from participa- 
ting in such a competition.”
